First Ruling 
On $50 Tax on 
U. S. Gamblers 
Philadelphia 
Judge Says It's 
Unconstitutional 


PHILADELPHIA — (AP) 


—A six-month-old federal law 
requiring gamblers to buy a 
$50 tax stamp was declared 
unconstitutional today by U.S. 
District Judge George A. 
Welsh. 


Welsh ruled the law was a police 


measure enacted by congress un- 
der the guise of a tax bill. 


The decision was handed down 


on an appeal by Joseph Kahnger, 
36, one of seven men facing trial 
on charges of failing to buy the 
stamp. 


In dismissing the action against 


Kahriger. Welsh said he was not 
ruling'on another section of the act 
which requires gamblers to pay 
a 10 per cent tax on their earnings. 


First Ruling 


Judge Welsh's action was the 
irst judicial ruling -on the 
con- 


stitutionality of the tax, which went 
nto effect Nov. l, 1951. 


The legality of the act had been 


challenged all the way up to the 
U. S. Supreme court, but the na- 
lon's highest court refused to rule 
on its constitutionality. 


The previous attack on the law 


made by Hayes L. Combs, a Wash- 
ngton news vendor. He argued that 
the tax was unconstitutional be- 
cause he said it amounted to a pen- 
alty in the guise of taxes. 


A special three-judge U. S. dis- 


strict court in Washington dismiss- 
ed the case on the ground it was 
)cing asked to issue an injunction 
to protect a criminal enterprise. 


Dismiss Appeal 


The Supreme court March 3 dis- 


missed the appeal, C-3, the ma- 
jority announcing agreement with 
the lower court ruling. 


The special court commented it 


thought the tax was unconstitution- 
al, but said it wasn't necessary 
to discuss that issue since the case 
was being dismissed 
on other

Antibiotics Do 
Most Good for 
Young Pigs 


URBANA — Antibiotics do the 


most good for swine when they're 
fed to young pigs from weaning to 
100 pounds liveweight, according to 
a swine specialist in the Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


D. E. Becker says Illinois tests 


show no benefit to baby pigs from 
adding antibiotics to the ration of 
brood sows between breeding and 
weaning times. 
The 
antibiotics 


don't seem to be harmful, but they 
are not necessary. 


For 
healthy 
growing-fattening 


pigs—between weaning and 100 
pounds liveweight — antibiotics 
speed up the rate of gain from 10 
to 20 per cent, largely because the 
pigs eat more feed. But when pigs 
over 100 pounds liveweight are fed 
antibiotics, they have shown only 
about a 5 per cent increase in 
ains. 


Hog Shippers 
Lose on Bruises 


URBANA—Every time one of 


your hogs gets" bruised during 
marketing, you lose $1.45. 


So declares W. J. Wills, livestock 


marketing specialist in the Illin- 
ois College of 
Agriculture. He 


bases tha' statement on a 1951 
study which shows that 9 per cent 
of ail hogs slaughtered were bruis- 
ed, and the loss per head bruised 
amounted to $1.45. 


An earlier study by a large pack- 


ing company showed that' -12 per 
cent of the hog bruises were caused 
by canes, whips and clubs. More 
mportant. nearly one-half—48 per 
cent—of the bruises were in the 
ham. one of the most valuable 
cuts in the hog.

This doesn't prove that Gen. Eisenhower, if nominated 


and elected, will be another Truman: but it is silly of Mr. 
Hibbs to pretend that his candidate and Mr. Truman are poles 
apart. In fact, the general's views on many questions of the 
greatest importance are identical with Truman's. The two 
appear to be in full agreement on foreign policy and on mili- 
tary policy, and there is, therefore, no reason to expect that 
Eisenhower would undo the greatest of the mediocrity's 
muddles. 


The risks of involving America in a war of no concern 


to us would be as great under Eisenhower as under Truman. 
Eisenhower, like Truman, favors universal military training. 
As long as Eisenhower is determined to carry on the Truman 
foreign policy, it is idle to expect any reduction in taxes be- 
cause the government is running at a deficit today and at 
least two-thirds of the money it spends goes for defense. The 
Truman taxes will be no lighter if they are called Eisenhower 
taxes.

Victorias 
and open carriages. I think the sur- 
reys and other open cars are for 
tourists who like to jaunt leisurely 
and see the city. Everywhere in all 
countries are so many bicycles. It 
is an easy and cheap way for sight- 
seeing and getting to work. Most 
of the automobiles you see in for- 
eign countries are much smaller 
than those in the states. 


We did not care for the food we 


had in Damascus, although they 
served the same meat, potatoes, 
peas, cauliflower, as we do. Vege- 
tables are raised in great quantity. 
They always serve dessert and 
fruit also.. There are many vendors 
on the street with their carts sell- 
ing fruits and vegetables. Their 
oranges are delicious. We saw 
many ragged children pick up bits 
from the street. If our car should 
stop they would swarm around it, 
stretch out both hands and beg for 
money. They also asked for gum. 


Mr. and Mrs. James Offield of 


Chicago and Harbor Point, cruise 
members, pleased many a child 
with a gift of gum. Mrs. Offield 
was formerly Miss Wrigley. The 
Wrigley family is known the world 
over as producers of gum. 


In the old part of the city the 


streets are very narrow. With dif- 
ficulty two cars can pass. Shops 
look very untidy. They line the 
narrow streets on both sides'. 


All of Damascus Is not like this. 


Our guide motored us to the new 
part where we saw beautiful pri- 
vate homes, many built of yellow 
sand colored stone. Some stone 
houses were covered with cement. 
From the number of stone houses 
we saw I judge stone is cheaper 
than any other building material. 
Labor is also cheap. In many 
places the pay for an 8 hour day 
is what our pay is for one hour. 
The U. S. is a pretty good place 
to be. 


Our camera members of. the 


cruise were much 
disappointed 


when told by officials they were 
not allowed to take pictures. I am 
not sure whether some were not

Our cruisers bought many flow-

pecially the huge bunches of vio- our minister on the boat couldn't 


resist pointing his camera at a few 
interesting shots and he was sent 
to the police station. He had 2 
Leicas and a movie camera. Be- 
fore^going to the station he slipped 
hit 2 Leicas to one of our party. 
Fortunately, he was released with- 
out their taking his movie camera 
away because he convinced them 
he was giving out good propaganda. 


Damascus has been a metropolis 


for over 5,000 years. The city is 
surrounded by mountains on three 
sides. It is situated over 2,200 feet 
above sea level and close to the 
great Syrian desert. 


We visited the great mosque; 


within the walls of the court Sala- 
din is entombed. This site of the 
mosque was once a Roman temple, 
later converted into a Christian 
church named the Church of St. 
John because it 
contained the 


casket with the head of John the 
Baptist. The structure we saw was 
built in 705 A. D. Imagine that! 


Nothing holds ones interest like 


these fine old places that were 
built to endure through the ages. 
The old part of the city does not 
change, they tell us, just goes on 
and on as it did a thousand years 
ago. Here in the crowded, narrow 
streets one is just as apt to sec 
a camel as a motor car, in fact 
they look more in keeping and 
more interesting to us from Amer- 
ica. 
As I mentioned before, you can buy 
a variety of things, mostly cheap 
ware. Though I did see Persian 
rugs which are not so costly there 
as in the U.S. The tobacco, called 
camel leather, grown only in Per- 
sia, is used in water pipes. 


It was disappointing not to sec 


the trees of Lebanon but we can't 
see everything in a limited amount 
of time. We did visit Baalbek, the 
old Roman wonder city, which is 
not such a great distance from the 
Cedar groves. Some of these ever- 
greens are of enormous size. The 
Bible mentions the glories of the 
cedars, their number, height, size 
and the great utility for all build- 
ing purposes, masts of ships and 
statues. Numerous forests covered 
the hills. Solomon employed 30,000 
woodmen to cut down cedars and 
cypress trees to be used in build- 
ing. Monthly relays of 30,000 men 
helped with the work. It is believed 
that the Savior's cross and the 
cupola of the Church of Resurrec- 
tion at Jerusalem were made of 
cedar. 


Cedar groves covered the slopes 


of Lebanon at one time; now but 
five remain. We were told of an- 
other grove of 400 or more cedsrs, 
one of which is the oldest and most 
gigantic. Its trunk measures 17 
meters in circumference. These 
cedars are held in great reverence 
and it is considered a religious 
duty to visit them every year. I 
shall always regret not seeing 
these remarkable trees. 


Leaving 
Damascus, 
perhaps 


within the city limits, we saw hun- 
dreds of little black tents. They 
came to a peak at five or six feet. 
They had not folded their tents 
but surely had silently stolen away. 
There was no sign of life what- 
ever. We were curious to know the 
purpose of the tents. Perhaps they 
were for displaced persons. Good-

Jacoby on Canasta 


Follow Set Samba Principles 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


"We play quite a lot of Samba, 


nit most of the time we don't 
know what we're doing," is the 
rank confession of a St. 
Louis 


eader. "We never know when to 
>lay for sequences and when to 
>lay for ordinary canastas. Do 
he experts stumble (and fumble 
Iso, or do they know what they 
.re doing?" 
The experts do their share of 


umbling, but they usually know 
what they are doing. You can't 


Iways be right in Samba, but at 
east you can follow a few logical 
irinciples. In that way you will 
t least be able to make up your 
mind, riphtly or wrongly, in a 
hort time. 
The most important principle to 
emember is that the big scores 
ome from melding sambas (se- 
luences). You always try for sam- 


bas when you have a better chance 
to complete them than the oppon- 
ents have. You should try to meld 
out with normal canastas (which 
•are much easier to complete) when 
the opponents have better chances 
for sambas than your side has. 


It's the familiar story of attack 


and defense. You attack when you 
have the superior weapons. You 
run for your life when your oppon- 
ents have the superior weapons. 


How can you tell whether your 


best course is to fight or to run? 
Arrange your hand by suits to be- 
gin with. You will quickly see in 
which suits (if any) you have reas- 
onable chances for sambas. 


If you have several such chances, 


and particularly if. you have se- 
quences of four or more cards, you 
should take the offensive. Keep 
your hand arranged by suits, and 


meld any attractive looking se- 
quence to Invite your partner's 
help and to warn him against 
spoiling your ehar.ees by melding 
out in a hurry. 


If your chances for sambas look 


poor, rearrange your hand by de 
nominations instead of by suits. 
That is, put the aces together, 
and the kings all in one spot, and 
so on. Don't meld In a hurry be- 
cause there's very little advantage 
in melding quickly at 
Samba. 


Meld if you are very close to out 
position or, of course, if you can 
meld out. 


If your hand is betwixt and be 


tween, sit tight and don't meld. It 
will usually fake on a decided 
character of one kind or the other 
after a few rounds 01 play. In 
the meantime, also, you will see 
whether or not the opponents or 
your partner meld.

Wilson Favors 
Cutting WSB 
Strike Powers 
Ex-Mobilization 
Chief Says Board 
Exceeded Authority 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Charles E. Wilson said today 
he feels the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board (WSB) should be 
shorn of authority to recom- 
mend settlements in labor dis- 
putes. 


The former mobilization chief 


testified at a congressional hear- 
ing that the WSB recommenda- 
ions in' the steel case went "well 
jeyond the limits of proper wage 
and price stabilization policy." 


Wilson told a house labor com- 


mittee that steelworkers were en- 
titled to- "no more" than a nine 
cents an hour "catch-up wage in- 
crease" to bring them in line with 
ncreases of working in other indus- 
:ries. 


"Not Realistic" 


Wilson said too that it was "not 


realistic" to request ths steel in- 
dustry to absorb the wage increase 
without raising costs. 


The WSB recommended a pack- 


age increase of 28 cents an hour 
or steel workers who now average 
a little under $2 an hour. 
The 


>ackage included direct pay in- 
reases and additional benefits in 
the way of vacation, holiday and 
other allowances. 


Wilson, who quit as mobilization 


chief in protest against adminls- 
ration handling of the steel case, 
was the first witness at a broad 
nvestlgation by the house labor 
committee of operations 
of the 


Wage Stabilization Board. 


. Fear Precedent 


Wilson told the legislators "the 


precedent set by the steel recom- 
mendations" was most important 
lecauae it could lead 'to other wage 
ncreases. 


And to increase costs by a gen- 


eral policy of wage increases at 
this time, Wilson said, would tend 
mly "to produce either further in- 
flation or a drop in employment." 


Wilson went on to say he felt the 


>attle to hold the stabilization line 
tad been successful until March. 
The WSB made its recommenda- 
ions in the steel case March 20. 


He said the board's recommen- 


dations put steelworkers "out in 
ront" on the wage catch-up for- 
mula established in 1951. 


Wilson said "I seriously question

Smart Shooters Don't Pull Trigger 


By WARREN PAGE 


Shooting Editor 


We often speak of a trigger as having a 4-pound pull. By that we 


mean a weight of 84 ounces will exert enough downward pull on the 
trigger to cause the sear and sinker notches to slip apart and so let 
the gun fire 
But smart shooters don't pull a trigger. 


We should squeeze or piei>i> the tuggei. It makes not one whit of 


diffeience which term we use. By 
either word we mean a smooth, 
steady incmase of controlled pies- 
sute. everted by the sensitive pad 
of the foiefinger's first joint, which 
bears Mtaight back against the 
tiigger or its shoe. This is the 
exact opposite of the pull which 
usually becomes a yank or a jerk. 


Smooth, c o n t r o l l e d

squeeze is probably the one most 
vital pait of accuracy or high 
scoies in both pistol or rifle shoot- 
ing.

Hiss who was sent to prison on a 
conviction for perjury after he dc 
nled he had given state department 
secrets to a Soviet spy ring. 


Both Russell and Kefauver in 


their debate declared their oppo- 
sition to a compulsory FEPC, so 
cialized medicine, deficit spending 
and the Brannan farm plan. 


But Kefauver has said he would 


accept a compulsory FEPC plank 
in the Democratic platform if it 
were approved by the convention. 
Russell said he would repudiate 
what he called "a compulsory jail- 
sentence FEPC." But he also made 
it clear that this repudiation did 
not mean he would walk out of the 
convention.
